12/14/2001 as reissue application number 10/020,861.

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4. We acknowledge the duty to disclose information material to the examination of this 
application in accordance with 37 C. F. R. § 1-56, including any public use, sale, or offer of sale 
of the disclosed invention occurring more than one year prior to the filing date of the application 
from which the present Patent issued. 

5. We believe fee original patent to be partially inoperative or invaJid by reason of the 
patentee claiming less than the patentee had the right to claim in the patent. 

6. The originally issued patent contained only one independent claim, claim 1. Claim 1 
contains several means-plus-function claim limitations, which we now understand renders the 
claim narrower in scope than non means-p Lus- function claim limitations. We were not aware of 
die relative narrow treatment given to claims under 35 U-S.O § 1 12 ^ 6 until after ths patent 
issued. We make the present re-issue application in order to claim the fell breadth of our novel 
invention. Additionally, independent claim 1 recites the use of a motor to drive the rotatable 
disk. This limitation is incorrectly limiting because the motor is not needed to practice our 
invention. 

Both of these errors were first brought to our attention by the present assignee and, 
therefore, could not have been addressed during the pendency of the original application. 

7. All errors which are being corrected in the present Reissue application up to the time 
of filing this Declaration arose without any deceptive intention on the part of the applicants. 

8. We hereby declare that all statements made herein of our own knowledge are true and 
that all statements made on information are believed to be true; and further that these statements 
were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like so made arc punishable 
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by fine or imprisonment, or both, under 18 ILS.C. § 1001 and that such willful false statements 
may j eopardize the validity of the application or any patent issued thereon. 

9. That every error in the patent corrected in the present reissue application and not 
covered by prior declarations, arose without any deceptive intent
